Priority 

1. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for 
foreign priority based on an application filed in Korea on 
10/26/199. It is noted, however, that applicant has not 
filed a certified copy of the Korean application as 
required by 35 U.S.C. 119(b) . 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate 
paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the 
rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed 
under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect 
under this subsection of a national application published under 
section 122 (b) only if the international application designating the 
United States was published under Article 21(2) (a) of such treaty in 
the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in 
the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, 
except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States 
for the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) . 

3. Claims 1, 2 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 
102(e) as being anticipated by Hayashi, U.S. Patent No. 



6,091,736 (hereinafter Hayashi). 
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Regarding claim 1, Hayashi discloses in a network (see 
Figure 3) having a VMS with a plurality of data and voice 
processing boards (see 31) performing the same function and 
a plurality of external servers (see 33) , a system for 
unifying multiple connection ports, comprising: 

an external input/output controller (see 35 and 37) 
configured to provide unified network connection point 
between the plurality of boards and the plurality of 
external servers by routing messages from any one of the 
plurality boards to any one of the external servers and by 
routing messages from any one of the plurality of servers 
to any one of the plurality of boards (see column 5) . 

Regarding claim 2, see Figure 3. 
Regarding claim 10, see Figure 3. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 3 and 7 are objected to as being dependent upon 
a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten 
in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.

5. Claim 11 is allowed because Hayashi fails to teach the 
claimed checking feature.
